Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 48-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. These claims depend on canceled claim 45. 



Claims 44, 46, 47 and 52-63 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
Applicants' arguments in the paper of 3/19/09 are persuasive.
